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Thk Moving Picturb Fund— An 
Explanation. 

The deaf-nuite public is tiow gene- 
rally aware that efforts are being 
made to raise a fund with which to 
make moving picture or cinemato- 
graph film of lectures, sermons or 
addresses in the sign-language by 
Dr. K. M. C.allandet and other emi- 
nent masters of this language. 

The object is two- fold. It will 
lran.smit tlie.se friends of the deaf, in 
their habit as they lived, to future 
gentratious of our class, and it will 
aKso preserve in all its graceful 
purity this beautiful language of 
ours, and go far to remove one of its 
main objections, in that it has no 
hxed form. This, apart from the 
Ijleasure, instrnction and mental 
stimulus, those who .see these movitig 
picture lectures will derive from 
them. 

The movins: spirit behinil this 
moving ])ictnre fvind has from the 
lirst lieen Mr. O. H. Regeusburg. 
The idcii s])r,'iiiiv originally from a 
suggestion made by the writer that 
tlic (leaf of the whole country ar- 
range for a great tour by Dr. Cal- 
laudet, to include all the iiiii)otlaiit 
cities of the country, a lecture to be 
given in each, and thus affording 
the deaf in each center an (>^)por 
tunity to meet jwrsonajly the man 
who has done more for their uplift 
than any other person now living. 

Dr. Gallaudet's health at the time 
(it was over two years ago) rendered 
the plan* impracticable, and it was 
then that Mr. Regeusburg suggested 
the moving picture .scheme instead. 
Various plans of raisiug the where 
withal were tried, among them that 
of approaching wealthy frineds of 
the deaf who had expre.ssed them- 
selves strongly in favor of the sign- 
language, but the.sc plans failed. 
l"'inAlly Mr. Regeusburg suggested 
the chain-letter plan. The approval 
of the Kxecutive Committee in 
regard to this fund was obtained, 
and Mr. Regeusburg was told to go 
ahead. 

The chain-letter scheme looked 
beautiful on jniper, but in practice it 
di.sclosed (|uite a number of snags 
and thorns. The jX)St-oRice depart- 
ment had sent its approval, but the 
scheme was hardly under way before 
.some wise man in Washington with 
heaps of legal lore uncovered a (law, 
and Mr. Regeusburg had to ix)ur oil 
uix)n the troubled waters of the de- 
partment, and a new set of chain- 
letters had to be printed. Then 
other difficulties appeared. The 
letters were in commensurately long 
and their copying involved a lot of 
labor. They were therefore further 
abbreviated. Hut still the public did 
uot resiJond and the tinkle of the 
dime was conspicuous for its absence. 

It should be remembered that 
among the preliminary work was the 
securing of res]K)n.Hible agents or 
State trea.surers, and this work is not 
quite completed. The bulk of the 
work, that is, ninety-nine per cent 
of it, fell to Mr. Regeusburg' s share. 
The writer is free to say that he 
knows of none who could have done 
It better or more zealou.sly. This 
coinmrttee of State treasurers i.s not 
yet completed. As .soon as it is, 
olVicial announcement will be made. 
Mr. Regeusburg will serve as Chair- 
'nan and National Treasurer. 

As stated alx)ve, the chain-letter 
s^^heme tlid not prove in practice 
what it promised in theory. At this 
juncture the writer authorized sever- 
il of those who had been ftirinshed 
Cvith a copy of the letter in Colorado 
to reciucSl- their friends to write their 
' the i)ack of the letter as 
iiig a dime or more. Three 
of Mrs. Vedit/'s pupils raised $4. 15 



among thetn during their Christmas 
vacatiou. 

Almost at the same time Mr. N. 
F. Morrow, State treasurer for In- 
diana, had collector's blanks printed 
similar to those used for the Gal- 
laudet Memoral Fund '84-' 89 and 
through which $12,000 was raised. 
Copies were sent to Mr. Regensburg 
and the writer, and it was decided to 
use these blanks in preference to the 
chain letter. Mr. Regensburg is 
having a supply printed, and as 
many as may be needed will be sent 
to each State treasurer. 

And now we come to the gist of 
the whole matter. 

Why should the fund not reach 
the sum of ten thousand dollars or 
more ? 

The printed statement on each blank 
is that whatever money is not used 
for making cinematograph films is 
to go to the Endoivmen/ Fund oj the 
National A ssocialion, and its income 
used for THi-; wki.i'ark of thb dkak. 

Why should the fund not reach 
fifteen thousand dollars ? 

Why should it not reach twenty 
thousand dollars ? 

The deaf are much better organiz- 
ed now, are much more wideawake, 
know themselves and what they cati 
do much better than they were or 
did twenty-five years ago, when 
they rai.sed twelve thousand dollars 
for theGallaudet Memorial. 

The adult deaf have never had 
such a fund. There are many ways 
all leading to their benefit as a class 
in which it could be u.sed. They 
have several times been enlisted in 
movements of national extent to 
raise funds for certain purposes, but 
in not one instance for a cause direct- 
ly and concretely involving their wel- 
fare as is now proposed. 

There is no valid reason why such 
a fund should not be raised. I,et me 
recount the work being done in my 
own State, Colorado. 

Mrs. John C, Winemiller is State 
Treasurer for Colorado and I ant as- 
sisting in the work to the best of my 
ability. Mrs. Winemiller supplied 
me with a stack of blanks and gave 
me carte blanche as to their distri- 
bution. 

The first I supplied were three 
deaf-mute ladies employed in a laun- 
dry in Colorado Springs. The mov- 
ing ])ictures apjiealed to them as a 
mighty good thing, and the endow- 
ment fund as no le.ss .so. Hefofe the 
week was out one of of these ladies, 
Mi.ss Calhoun, had raised over #io, 
another, Mrs. Kennedy, over $8, and 
the third Miss Kennedy, over $6. 
They are not done yet by any means. 

A deaf-mute barber, Mr. F, H. 
Cljaney, down town, was .supjilied 
with a i)lank and said he would show 
it to every one of his cu.stomers. 
By the way, he is the most iK)pular 
barber in Colorado Springs, holding 
chair No. i in the largest shop in 
town, A deaf .shoemaker, Mr. W. 
1). Hrittell. with a large patronage, 
will follow similar tatics and in addi- 
tion will take his blank to his next 
Union meeting. I have not seen 
either of these gentlemen since, and 
.so can not state their progress. 
Last Sunday a deaf-mute dress- 
maker, Mi.ss Monita Mawhiney, call- 
ed for a blank. The situation was 
explained and then she asked for 
two more, one to send to a hearing 
.sister in Denver and the other to a 
sister in Cheyenne, Wyoming. The 
next <lay Mi.ss Mawhiney called 
sgain — and .she lives .six miles 
away -and a.sked ror two more 
blanks' still, one to .send to a sister 
in Nebraska (Mr. Sowcll, plea.se 
take notice) and another to a sister 
in Colorado City. 

Yesterday another friend asketl 
for three blanks, one for home u.se 
and the others to send to Canada. 

Zeal and faith like the.se friends 
have displayed will move moun- 
tains. 

When the .school here closes next 
June, it is projw.sed to .supply every 
reliable i)upil with a blank to use 
during vacation. 

Colorado raised, if I remember 
correctly, ^^39 for the Oallaudet Me- 
morial. 1 shall be much dis- 
ap^Kjinted if Mrs. Winemiller does 
not send Mr. Regensburg tcii times 
that amount. 

Our plea is that this ftnid is for 
the direct benefit of the deaf of the 
cqjintry at large. All our friends 
are interested in us and our welfare, 
and the contribution we a.sk, a dime 
(or more), is a trifle. 

To writer had charge of the Gal 
laudet Memorial compaign in Mary- 
laud in the eighties, and that Itttle 



old jig-saw puzzle of a State return- 
ed $800 to that fund. He remem- 
bers how one friend, Mr. Aaron B. 
Showman, of Frederick, raised 
$107. It was nearly all in dimes 
and quarters, with a sprinkling of 
halves and dollars, and his subscrip- 
tion roll, sheet pasted on sheet, was 
was more than twenty feet long. 
We can not all of us be Showmans, 
but all of us can do our 'best — 
angels can do no more. I am going 
to take my own blank among my 
poultry friends as soon as I get a 
breathing spell, and will do my 
share. 

Why should we not raise ten 
thousand dollars? 

Why should we not reach the 
stupendous and unheard of sum of 
fifteen thousand ? 

Why .should we not roll in wealth 
to the extent of twenty thousand. 

And what can not be accomplish- 
ed with a fvmd of such magnitude ? 

We cau have films made of the 
very best, and the unused balance 
will make the N. A. D. an engine 
for the welfare of the deaf it could 
not possibly be otherwise. This 
money will talk for us ?" 

Every deaf-mute from Maine to 
California, from the Lakes to the 
Gulf, .should help. livery patriotic 
deaf-mute, young or old, who has 
the uplift of the cla.ss at heart, should 
respond to the call of his State Trea- 
surer, or better still volunteer his 
services without waiting to be asked. 
All .should help, high and low, poor 
and proud, the learned and un- 
learned, whether member of the 
N. A. D or not. This fund knows 
not Trajan from Tyrian. 

Let none refuse. If any do, let 
them go down. 

" To the vile Just from which the> nimiMj;, 
Unwept, unhotiored, ami unsung." 

Lest my position in this matter 
be miscon.strued and uncharitable 
souls harbor suspicious of simister 
motives on part. I will add that ray 
connection with this fund directly, 
officially or otherwise, cease absolute- 
ly with the expiration of my term, 
August i.^lh next. I am only too 
pleased to assist Mr. Regensburg 
to the extent of my ability, and shall 
rejoice to see my successor better 
equipped for the work of his high 
office than any of his predecessors.

In a letter received to-day from 
Mr, Wm. H. Weeks, the veteran of 
.sixty annual campaigns in deaf- 
mute education at the Hartford 
School, occurs the following' t-xun-s- 
sion; 

" Thank you for .i.-..viMj^ mi iw ne 
pre.sent wheu the Colorado Springs 
Congress meets in August. My 
advanced age forbids me to spend 
my .savings, for it may be ouly a 
year or two when I may l)e obliged 
to resign teaching, and there being 
no pension provided, I shall have 
to dejjend on my savings." 

I do not know the financial re- 
.sources of the Hartford School, and 
whether it is in a jwsitiou to bestow 
a ]iension upon honorable and meri- 
torious old age still in its service ; 
but a veteran teacher like Mr. 
Weeks has certainly earned and 
certainly deserves such a pension, 
and were the way clear it would be 
a just and graceful act to thus recog- 
nize his long and useful service. 

If the suggestion be not out of 
place, might it not be well for the 
hundreds of alumni and former 
pui)ils of Hartford School who have 
had Mr. Weeks among their teachers 
to petition the Trustees to that effect, 
and in ca.se the immediate resources 
of the School do not warrant it, to 
suggest that in its next budget to the 
legislature an item pensioning Mr. 
Weeks be included ? 

There are veteran teachers of the 
dea^', tx>th deaf and hearing, in other 
schools, who merit such recognition. 
Some of them may be past the period 
of efficient service, and in the heart- 
less phra.se of the day, may have 
outlived their usefulness. l"'ailing 
nature is claiming its debt, and for 
such faithful teachers a iiension 
should be provided that they may 
retire full of honor and spend the 
re.st of their days free from bread- 
and-butter worries. 

It seems one of the matters with 
which State and alunuii association 
might well concern themselves, and 



it would further seem that no State 
legislature could refuse such special 
items in the budget for the main- 
tenance of the school concerned.

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Some one planted a plan of re- 
organizinu the National A.ssociation 
of the Deaf and it has been as pro- 
lific as the mustard seed. These 
l^lans have thrived in soil both fer- 
tile and barren. 

'Supposing that the National As- 
sociation was, of course, duly in- 
corporated, it seemed more likely 
that a few simple amendments to 
the present Articles would have 
better chance of being adopted than 
some brand new plan that would 
have to be considered section by sec- 
tion, and a few amendments were 
suggested. 

Then the recollection bobbed up 
that the iucorporation of the Asso- 
ciation was supix>sed to have been 
effected by certain learned Professors 
of Oallaudet College, and remember- 
ing that these same learned Profes- 
sors did not always agree with the 
undergraduate body of the college, 
and having belonged to said under- 
graduate body and not having agreed 
always with said learned Professors, 
much to the reduction of term aver- 
ages, the thought naturally presented 
itself that they, the aforementioned 
learned Profes.sors might be in error 
as heretofore. Acting upon this 
second thought, the proceedings of 
the Norfolk Convention were drag- 
ged forth from the rear compartment 
of a roll top desk drawer The ac- 
cumulated dust of years scraped off by 
the janitor, A glance at the ' ' Consti- 
tution and By-Laws" as set forth in 
the Apj^eudix confirmed the suspicion 
that, whereas, said learned Professors 
were conversant with the laws of the 
Solar System, of Nature in all her 
ramifications, of the morals of the 
World and of the Nations of the 
Ivarth in their relation one to another, 
both past and pre.sent, they had no 
conception of the Laws of the District 
of Columbia pertaining to incorpora- 
tion. 

The National Association is not 
an incorporated body. None of the 
plans as yet published in their en- 
tirety are of a form that could be 
incorporated in any State or Territory 
in the Union or in the District of 
Columbia. 

It is deemed advi.sable to call the 
attention of our budding construc- 
tive statesmen to the fact that in 
incorixjrating our As,sociation the 
form prescribed by Law must be ad- 
hered to. The laws of different 
commonwealths vary as to require- 
ments. Consequently the afore- 
mentioned budding constructive 
statesmen must first determine just 
where the Association is to be incor- 
porated. They must then draft 
Articles to conform to the require- 
ments of the law of that location. 

As it was supix)sed that the as- 
sociation was incor]>orated under the 
laws of the District of Columbia and 
as our Constitution and By-Laws 
were filed with the pro{)er authori- 
ties of the District, it would be well 
to effect incorporation in the District, 
thereby repealing former erroneous 
and valueless documents, by merely 
filing a certificate iti correct form. 

Merely as a suggestion is offered 
the following form:

This is all that the law of the 
District requires. Article three will 
be open for discussion, as the entire 
activity of the Association shotild be 
map{)ed out. » 

The law of the District requires 
that the incorporators be " Persons 
of full age, citizens of the United 
States, a majority of whom shall be 
citizens of the District." Conse- 
quently the list of Vice-Presidents. 

The requirements of the law of 
the District are extremely .simple for 
this cla.ss of corporation, requiring 
only that the above statement be 
filed in the office of the recorder of 
deeds, to be recorded by him. 

Then, " The jiersons who shall 
have signed and acknowledged the 
same, and their a.ssociates and suc- 
cessors, shall be a body jx)litio and 
corporate, by the name stated in such 
certificate; and by that name they 
and their successors may have and 
use a common seal, and may alter 
and change the same at pleasure, and 
may make by-laws (here is where 
our budding constructive statesmen 
jump in with a whoop) ami elect of- 
ficers and agents, and may take, re- 
ceive, hold and convey real and per- 
sonal estate nece.s.sary for the pur- 
IKjses of the society as stated in their 
certificate (be careful alxiut Article 
3) , and other real and personal pro- 
perty the clear annual income from 
which shall not exceed in value 
twenty-five thotisand dollars." 

" Such incorjwrated society may 
elect its trtistees, directors, or 
managers, at such time and place and 
in such manner as may be specified 
in its by-laws, who shall have the con- 
trol and managment of the affairs and 
funds of the society, and a majority 
of whom shall be a quorum for the 
transaction of business; and when- 
ever any vacancy shall happen in 
such board of trustees, directors, or 
managers, the vacancy shall be filled 
in such manner as shall be provided 
by the by-laws of the society. ' ' 

" Any proiierty of the cor[X)ration 
may be leased, encumbered by mort- 
gage or deed of trust in the nature 
of a mortgage, or sold and conveyed 
absolutely, when authorized by a 
vote of a majority of the .shares of 
stock of the corporation, (members 
voting in {wrson or by proxy), or by 
a vote of the majority of the directors, 
managers, or trustees of the corjwra- 
tion at a meeting called for the pur- 
j^>ose, and the proceedings of which 
meeting .shall be duly entered in the 
records of the corporation; and the 
ixls arising therefrom shall be 
'd or invested for the u.se and 
benefit of such corjxjratiou. " 

" The right to repeal this act, and 
to alter, amend, or al>olish and 
character of incorporation grante<l 
under it, is expressly reserved to 
Congress, ' ' 

With a profund how, ladies, 
gentlemen and budding constructive 
statesmen, is presentetl herewith the 
law of the District of Columbia with 
reference to incorporation. Note 
well the final clause. Do uot act 
hastily, for any amendment "is ex- 
pressly reserved to Congress." 
Thai means Aldrich, Cannon at al. 
But you can do as you please with 
your by-laws, so long as they do not 
run counter to the law. 

Jav Cook Howard. 
DuLUTH, Febeuary 16, 1910. 
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A robust gentlemen of medium 
height, with the dark complexion, 
closely cut hair and full moustache 
of his nation; quiet in demeanor, 
but perfectly self-posssesed ; almost a 
double.of Francis Maginn, of Belfast : 
such is M. Gaillard. We met at the 
hospitable board of the Rev. F. W. 
Gilby, M A., and were assisted by 
our kind host over the pioneer diffi- 
culties of conversation. 

Conversation, indeed, between two 
persons of different nationality and 
race, neither absolutely at home in 
the other's tongue, is almost of ne- 
cessity confined to the shallows. 
In the retrospect, however, I .seem 
to trace qualities constituting M. 
Gaillard a force in his own country. 
He knew what he wanted, and {per- 
sisted until his programme was ac- 
complished, accepting from others 
only the most neccessary guidance. 
1 joined him in a tour that took in 
Holboru, Chancery Lane, Lincoln's 
Inn iFields. Soho, The Strand, Vic- 
toria Kmbankiuent, St. Jameses 
Park, Piccadilly, Green Park, 
Hyde Park, and included calls upon 
two friends. Finally, at M. Gail- 
lard's suggestion, he was left at the 
Holborn end of Oxford Street to re- 
turn unattended to Jthe rendez- 
vous, so that he might form his own 
impressions of the Titan City. 

Henri Gaillard was born at P.issy, 
Paris, on the 24th August, 1866. 
He is believed to have lost his hear- 
ing through catarrh at the age of 
eight. His consecjuent isolation often 
drove him from dreary cla.ssrooms 
into the life and light of the streets 
and fields, where observation and 
imagination might have free play. 
In 1878 he had the unique experience 
of sj>ending the whole year at the 
Paris Universal Exhibition, where 
his lather was an exhibitor. This 
gave him a grounding in organisation 
and public work that in after life 
has more thai' i-m.-f .;t.-io.l iiim in 
good stead. 

About his tilu-iuui yi-ai , iiamard 
entered the National Institution for 
the Deaf, Paris. He was placed at 
otice amongst the foremost .scholars, 
and was carefully taught by the fam- 
ous instructors of that day. While 
there, he was able to indulge to the 
full his love of reading, devouring 
every book that came into his hands. 
It is certain that this love of reading 
assisted his development, and he left 
school covered with literary honors. 
Asjfor a trade, Gaillard, rather 
against the grain, for he had a here- 
ditary leaning toward work on the 
land, was led by circumstances to be- 
come a printer, and obtained a 
situation in Paris as a compositor. 

Stoppages in the printing trade 
are frequent, and Gaillard, struck 
by the misery of his deaf fellew prin- 
ters, who are the first to suffer when 
work is scarce, conceived the idea 
that a philanthropic institution 
would enlist for them the sym- 
pathies of the public, and resolved 
to found a printing busiiu^^;'; t,^ \^ 
worked solely by the deaf 

To build up a concern ui ihis 
character, as the writer knows too 
well, taxes all the i s of a 

determined man. k s en- 

thu.siasni, perseverance and in- 
domitable energy, however, over- 
came the difficulties of his task; his 
printing office held its own against 
its. hearing competitors; .so much so 
that at the Universal Ex of 

1900 he was honored b\ .nv 

ma.ster printers with a bronze 
medal. The greed of shareholders, 
however, brought the philanthropic 
side of this flourishing concern to 
naught, and Gaillard resigned the 
directorship. His present occupa- 
tion is that of proof-reader at the 
National Printing Office. 

Gaillard entered into public work 
among the deaf about 1889, and he 
has filled the highest offices in con- 
nection with the clubs that in France 
airrestx)nd to the adult in 

Britain. In 1902 he \\ -en 

president of the Federation of the 
Societies of the Deaf of France. 

As a delegate of congresses and 
festivals of the deaf, . Gaillard has 
toiled hard and travelled widely. 
At home he has ■ u- 

tious of the clti- v, us, 

Gretioble, Rouen, Lyons, Lille, Vals- 
des- Bains, Nimes, Marseilles, Bclfort 
and Tours. Abroad, he has repre- 
sented France at Chicago in iS9,?.at 
Geneva atid Stuttgart, at Milan in 
190C1, and in 1907 at Kdinbtirgh. 
In i9<x>, as secretary on program 
I of the Paris international con- 



gress of the deaf, he was the life and 
soul of the Deaf Section, and guided 
its labors with unfaltering hands. 
The volume of proceedings issued 
by him was the mo.st elaborate work 
of its kind hitherto attempted in 
France. In 1905 he was similarly 
succes,sful at Liege. 

Henri Gaillard is by instinct and 
self-training a man of letters. Not 
merely is he a sjiecialist on subjects 
connected with the deaf ; he is also a 
fluent and brilliant general writer, 
and a novelist, dramatist and poet of 
undoubted talent- He is a member 
of the Societe des Gens Lettres, 
to which the best French writers are 
proud to belong. The late Henri 
Remy appointed him cliief editor of 
the 'Gazette des Sourds-Muets," 
but a difference with Remy causing 
a separation, Gaillard founded the 
"Journal des Sourds-Muets," which 
in his hands was a spirited publica- 
tioti. He demonstrated the ability of 
the deaf to discu.ss national politics 
by launching the " Republique de 
Demaiu," which attracted a circle 
of brilliant deaf writers, and by colla- 
borating with hearing persons in 
founding and editing two weeklies, 
the XIV "Republicain" and the 
"Courrier de la Ville." In 1906 the

George M. Biirwell died at the 
residence of Mrs. Henry Barnes, 
No. 17 Grant Avenue, on the 11th 
day of February, 1910.

It is very difficult to con- 
verse with him owing to his poor 
sight, but some of the things wo 
learned from himare that he attend- 
((d the public schools in some part 
of Now Jersey; ho became deaf a 
few years ago and since then has 
been steadily losing his sight, being 
apparently beyond medical help ; 
he is rather intelligeiil, but does 
not understand the sIku language 
and uses the manual alphabet 
sparingly, being tauuhl it, as ho 
says, by the lat<! Mr. Timothy Dri.s- 
coll, of New York; ho has also 
been in Pittsburg and some 
other cities; he seems about 
thirty, willing to work, and 
besires to he almitted to the 
Doylestown Home. His admittance 
is doubtful as he can not fill out the 
application satisfactorily, and, any 
way it does not seem the right 
I)lace for him. Being young and 
able to work, he may do better in 
an iustitutim for blind workingrnen. 
We trust that he can find a suitable 
pla(!e ere long. 

The trolley strike is still on and 
a great sympathetic strike is 
threatened for next Saturday It is 
hoped, however, that a soltleinenl 
of the trouble will be reached by 
that time. Car service is very 
irregular and rather unsafe at 
present, in spite of the fact that two 
policemen rido on the cars that run. 
Walking is the safer mode of travel 
with most of us. The attendance 
at All Souls', last Sunda\', the 
second during the strike, was 80. 
Mr. Charles M. Ponnell, who is 
Treasurer of All Souls' Church for 
the Deaf, had a narrow escape from 
being injured during the strike of 
the trolley car men last Sunday 
afternoon. He was riding in one of 
the cars Ihat was attacked by a 
mob Brifiks, stonc's, and other 
missiles came hurtling through tho 
windows of Ww car, but Mr. Pennell 
dodgofl in time to save a broken 
head. 

Thore were other passengers, all 
of whom escaped unhurt by dodKiuu 
and falling to the flour. On buaiiay 
last (27lh ult.), Messrs. David 
Wilson and Theodore Natter had a 
somewhat similar experience.

Witmeyer, formerly of this State, 
but living in Stamford, Conn., for a 
number of years, died on February 
18th and was buried on the 2lHt in 
Stamford. Tho d(!ceftsed was ver}' 
well known here and around Lan 
caster where h« used to live. lie 
attended the convention of the P. S. 

He 
was very highly respected. Our 
deepest sympathy is extended to the 
widow.

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Definite instruction concerning the 
nature and raethod.s of prevention of 
tuberculosis is being given to less 
than 6 per-cent of the public school 
children of the United States accord- 
ing to a bulletin issued to-day by the 
National Association for the Study 
and Prevention of Tuberculoses. 

Recent investigation has shown 
that in only nine cities, Washington, 
D. C, Dallas, Tex.. Richmond, Va., 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y. , Detroit, Mich., 
Maiden, Mass., Salem, Mass., Sagi- 
naw, Mich., and Knoxville, Tenn., 
are special text- books being used or 
lectures being given about tuber- 
culosis. In three states and one 
territory, Michigan, Mas.sachu.setts, 
North Carolina and Porto Rico, laws 
have been passed requiring that 
instruction about the nature and 
methods of prevention of tuljcrculosis 
be given in all public schools. In 
Tennessee, the State Dej^rtment of 
Education has requested that such 
I be given, and has issued 
jT this purpose. In New 
Jersey and West Virginia wall-cards 
giving instruction are hung in every 
school-room and the attention of all 
children is called is them. The 
actual number of children, however, 
who will this year be taught by 
their teachers that tuberculosis is a 
communicable, infectious disease, 
and that it can be prevented, will 
not exceed one million. If the state 
laws requested such instruction were 
strictly enforced, at least 2,000,000 
children would be reached. 

While tuberculosis does not cause 
as many death' ' 
dren as it does ; ., '' 
among infants under h ve years of age, 
the National A.H.sociation gives some 
figures to show how serioas the dis-

It IB propoBtid to create a iiionioi ial 
to the late Rev. TJioiuas Gallaudet, 
D.U., by the erection of a PariNh 
Buihliiifj; for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-MuteH. The present Church 
\% Hitaated on 148tli Street, just west 
of Auisterdani Avenue, and '\h built 
some twenly-flve feet back from the 
line of the itrijet/ to itcrinifc tlie erec- 
tion of Huch a l)uiltiing a« above 
indicated, whicii will form a facade 
to the church ediliceand be a center 
Of religious ani social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see ihe 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed l,lie church 
with which his nairy haw uhvays 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now un<lortaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly fot 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and tweniy- 
tlve feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, witti a basement, 
aud will be used tor the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of Xh'i 
deaf-mutes of New York.
